The new building will expand 
the patient capacity by about 100，

cess, at least according to audience

of the movies were Shown. The 
Brazilian dancers and drummers 
who performed on stage before 
the showing of "Bye Bye Brazll” 
at the _ Palace of Fine Arts almost 
brought down the house,， literaliy. 
INTENSITY 

Some flms that I had to admit 
lacked polish and careful attention 
to plot, nevertheless Impressed me 
either by their intensity or by what 
they Showed about problems oOFT 
conflicts in their SOcieties. 

In this category 工 would include 
the Philippine entry “Manila: In 
the Claws of Darkness,， which I 
Teviewed two weeks ago;j “Barra,” 
a revealing look at the oppressing 
of the poor in the African country 
of Mali; and the South African 
flm … Marigolds in August.”

The two sleepers at the Festival 
were “Johnny Larsen,， 3a flm 
from Denmark; and “Le Pull- 
Over Rouge” (The Red Sweater)， 
位 om France. “Johnny Larsen” is 
Simply about a young man's 
troubled route to maturity. The 
sensitive treatment of the Subject 
matter and the acting of Allan 
Olsen as the youth were anything 
but simple, however. 

“Le Pull-Over Rouge” is a 
crime drama about what seems to 
have been-a miscarriage of justice 
in the true Story of a murder of a 
nine-year-old girl A 22-year-old 
salesman Was coOnvicted and sen- 
tenced to be' executed for the 
crime. This hlm，directed by 
Michel Drach, is almost fawless in 
creating a fascination with the 
facts of the case. It created a furor 
in France，because it implicated 
the _ court and the police in what 
seemas to be a frame-up. Drach re- 
lied totally on testimony of wit- 
nesses and court documents and 


“did not omit facts damaging to the 


accused in his flm.、 The child's 
body and the crime itself are not 
even Shown in the flm. Compare 
the way Hollywood might treat 3 
similar incident. This flm is a taut 
thriller that kept my full attention 
for its two-hour length.， TIhere's 
another stunning performance in 
this flm by Serge Avedekian as the 
salesman driven to distraction by 
his tormentors.

One of my favorite flms at the 
Festival was “The Elephant God,” 
by SatyajitRay. Ifanyone else had 


made this light comedy about an、- 


Indian detective's search for the 
culprit who stole a valuable gold 
statuette of Ganesh, the Elephant 
God, it probably wouldn t have 
made the SF Festival.
